Mrs. Parro became suspicious 


of the smooth talking Borneo— 
who posed as Paul Marshall, a 
wealthy Evanston resident—after 
he started a whirlwind courtship 
with her "earlier this week. She

Hagen, her sister-in-law.

Police, who had been searching 


for Engel for allegedly bilking an- 
other Chicago widow of $8,000 
earlier this month, urged Mrs. 
Parro to carry on her romance 
with Engel. She agreed and "con- 
sented" to a marriage proposal by 
Engel, whom police said- has a 
police record in nearly every ma- 
jor city in the nation and many 
foreign countries.

Engel and Mrs. Parro, with four 


of hers sons and their wives, met 
at a night club Thursday night 
for a "pre-marriage" dinner. En- 
gel agreed .to meet Mrs. Parro" at 
the Charles T. Wat luggage shop 
yesterday and buy her some lug- 
jag*.

^A major part of the soft coal 


industry recessed negotiations yes- 
terday. It was indicated some 
progress had been made. 


• Race Against Time 


However, the negotiators will 


be racing against time /when they 
meet again next week. The UMW 
contract runs out June 30. There's 
no question at least part of the 
industry will be struck if a new 
contract hasn't been signed by 
the time the miners end their holi- 
day. The vacation is the third 
work stoppage of the year for the 
UMW miners but.the first for 
which they'll be paid. They get 
$100 apiece from the operators. 


In March the miners quit work 


for two weeks to protest appoint- 
ment of Dr. James Boyd as direc- 
tor of the IT. S. Bureau of-mine— 
and to memoralize miners killed 
and injured in 1948. Last week 
they were idle again, this time as 
the result of a "stabilization" 
walkout ordered by John Lewis, 
militant leader of the UMW. 


Lewis called both walkouts un- 


der a contract clause calling for 
his men to work only when "will- 
ing and able." The southern coal 
producers association wants that 
clause eliminated from the new 
contract. It also wants to elimi- 
nate the tmibn- shop clause re- 
quiring miners to join the UMW. 


Demands Vogue 


Lewis thus far has made only 


general demands. He wants a 
shorter work day and the going 
rate of pay. increased—whatever 
that might prove to be. Miners 
now average 114.05 a day and 
work eight hours a day. 


The UMW head also wants more 


money for his welfare and pen- 
sion fund. It's financed now a 20- 
cent royalty on each ton of coal. 


Negotiations -will resume Mon- 


day with the Southern Coal pro- 
ducers at Bluffield, W. Va.

Tuesday on the Holland and the 
Lucas amendments, the senate 
sidetracked the labor Mil and 
spent nearly tM whole day on 
other business. The senators also

Washington, June 25—(AP)— 


Worry 
about 
Communism 
has 


crept into the schools and colleges 
and a number of top educators 
say a Communist shouldn't be 
hired to teach. 


That doesn't deprive him. of 


intellectual freedom, they argue, 
for such a man surrendered that 
freedom when he became a mem- 
ber of the Communist party. 


Dr. James B. Conant, president 


of Harvard, was one of 20 out- 
standing educators who made that 
statement. But immediately they 
faced this next, obvious question: 


What of the after-school, out- 


side-the-classroom 
activities 
of 


some professor who, although not 
a proven Communist, may have 
taken part in something where the 
Communists had a hand, such as a 
meeting ? 


What should be done about him ? 


That question was raised this 
week about a couple of Harvard 
professors. 


Dr. Conant took a stand on that 


by cttmg as a model a statement 
made in 1917 by a former Harvard 
president, A. Lawrence Lowell. It's 
on the ''professor outside the 
classroom " 


Lowell made the statement in 


his annual report for that World 
War I year, taking note that the 
war had raised questions of aca- 
demic freedom and freedom of 
speech by professors. 


"The gravest questions, and the 


strongest 
feelings, 
arise 
from 


action beyond his chosen field and 
outside of his classroom. Here he 
speaks only as a citizen," Lowell 
wrote. 


"By appointment to a profes- 


sorship he acquires no rights that 
he did not possess before; but 
there is a real difference of opin- 
ion today on the question whether 
he loses any rights that he would 
otherwise enjoy. 


Can Do Harm 


"The argument in favor of a 


restraining power on the part of 


the governing boards of universi- 
ties and colleges is based upon the 
fact that by extreme, or injudicii 


ous, 
remarks that shock public 


sentiment, a professor 
can do 


great harm to the institution with 
which he is connected. 


"That is true, and sometimes a 


professor thoughtlessly does' an 
injury that is without justifica- 
tion. 


"In spite of the risk of injury 


to the institution, the objections 
to restraint upon what professors 
may say,as citizens seem t» me 


far greater than the harm done 
by leaving them free. In the first 
place, to impose upon the teacher 
in a university restrictions to 
which the members of other pro- 
fessions, lawyers, physicians, engi- 
neers, and so forth, 
are 
not 


subjected, would produce a sense 
of irritation and1 humiliation. 
In 


accepting a chair under such 
conditions a man would surrender 
a part of his liberty; what he 
might say would be submitted to 
the censorship of a board of 
trustees, &nd he would cease to be 
a free citizen. 


"Such a policy would tend seri- 


ously to discourage some of the 
best men from taking tip the 
scholar's life. It is not a question 
of academic freedom, but-of per- 
sonal liberty from restraint, yet 


another, not less weighty, from 


that of the institution itself. If 
a university or college censors 
what Its professors say. if it 
restrains them from uttering 
somethtef that it does not ap- 
prove, it thereby assumes re- 
sponsibility for that which it 
permits them to say. 


Logical, heritable 


"This is logical and inevitable, 


but it is a responsibility which 
an institution of leamng would 
be very unwise in assuming. 
'It is sometimes suggested that 


the principles are different in time 
of war; that the governing boards 
are then justified in restraining 
unpatriotic expressions injurious 
to the country. 


"But the same problem is pre- 


sented in wartime as in time of 
peace. If the univerity is right 
hi restraining its professors, it has 
a duty to do so, and it is responsi- 
ble for whatever it permits. There 
is no middle ground. 


"Either the university assumes 


full responsibility for permitting 
its professors to express certan 
opinions in public, or it assumes 
no responsibility whatever, and 
leaves them to be dealt with like 
other 
citizens ' by the public 


authorities according to the laws 
of the land."

Snag Reorganization Plans 


Congress has erected a sturdy road block in the path of 


government reorganization. Thoughful citizens must hope 
that the men who approved this action will get the stern 
rebuke they deserve from the people for their unstatesman- 
like behavior. 


The labors of the Hoover commission on reorganization 


have been hailed by both major parties as a magnificent con- 
tribution toward better government. 


Former President Hoover, head of the project, estimated 
that 53,000,000,000 annually might be saved by putting the 
commission's recommendations for a vast reshuffling into 
effect promptly. 


But it has been known for many months that many of 


the suggestions for revamping could not be carried out with- 
out giving the president broad new powers. Thus it has been 
up to congress to clear the way. 


The house passed an enabling bill early this year. But 


not without raising immediate doubts about the depth of 
congressional enthusiasm for reorganization. For'it ex- 
empted several federal agencies, including the powerful mili- 
tary establishment, from the big grant of authority. 


Hoover himself protested any major exemptions would 


wreck the plan and defeat its purpose. 


The senate heeded his warning and eliminated the ex- 


emptions. But then it proceeded to. put up a barrier of its 
own. It decided that any specific reorganization proposal 
could be killed by a veto from a single branch of congress. 


The administration had wanted a bill that required a veto 


by both branches. It felt this was a sufficient check on use 
of the reorganization powers. 
<• 
^ 
For a month the two chambers battled, most of the time 


in deadlock, over which of these obstructions—the exemp- 
tions or the single house veto—should remain in the bill. 


Finally the senate triumphed and the single house veto 


stayed in. The only concession was a requirement that a veto 
must be by a majority of all the membership, rather than 
of just those voting at the time. 
Many veteran observers in the capital predict this'ob- 


stacle means we are going to get very little reorganization. 
They say it will be easy for either house, concerned by pos- 
sible loss of patronage through changes aimed at reducing 
government personnel, to muster the majority needed to 
block such plans. 
These observers may be unduly pessimistic. We hope 


they are. *For the Hoover recommendations provide the big- 
gest opportunity ever presented to reduce the confusion, 
overlapping, inefficiency and waste that have accompanied 
the headlong growth of government in Washington. 


Congress has been shouting about these matters a long 


time, and now it is daily sounding the economy gong. 


If it fails to seize this unparalleled chance to act, the 


American people are not likely to listen seriously to any fu- 
ture congressional cries on this theme. 'How could they 
believe them sincere?

Drug May Give Relief 
For Seasickness Trouble

There is an old saying that the 


person who is seasick first is 
at raid he is going to die and after 
a while is afraid he is not. This 
may be an exaggeration, but cer- 
tainly no one who has had a real 
experience 
with 
being seasick, 


airsick, or carhick has any pleas- 
ant memories of the occasion. 


The fact that many adjust to 


the motion of ship or airplane and 
get their "sea legs" is not enough. 
In one recent study of this sub- 
ject from Canada, for example, it 
was reported that a senous prob- 
lem of airsickness existed during 
flying training. 
EYE IMPORTANT 


In this investigation, men were 


swung back and forth in differ- 
ent body ^positions. The frequency 
of "seasickness" symptoms de- 
pended partly on the position of 
the body when it was swung and 
partly on the way in which the 
ey^s could be u-sed to keep a sense 
of position. It v.as concluded that 
the Inner ear was most important! 
but that the eyes played a big 
part. 


Many attempts have been made 


to find a drug or medicine which 
would prevent or at least improve 
the symptoms of seasickness or 
airsickness. Recently a drug called 
dramamme has bef>n tried out with 
highly promising results. 


A study of seasickness and the

on soldiers traveling on an Army 
transport to Germany.

this drug pre\ented seasickness in 
all but two of 134 men and re- 
lieved the symptoms in 34 others 
who had become seasick.

Britain Faces Dollar Shortage 


British government may face a tough financial 


situation at the end of June. 
Experts from the 


United Kingdom have been dropping in the past 
three months, curtailing the U. K. supply of of dol- • 
lars. Reason for the drop is attributed to decline 
of U. S. prices. British exporters find they can no 
longer sell goods that cost too much to produce at 
too-high prices. But an increasing dollar shortage 
in the U. K. can have serious consequences. 


Possible solutions include: curtailing of British 


imports from the U. S., tightening of the British 
ration, even a more austere austerity program. In- 
crease of Marshall Plan dollar aid would do the 
trick, but that is too remote a possibility to con- 
sider. Effect of devaluation of the pound is argued 
both ways. Conservatives say it would only make 
dollar shortage worse.

Macomb) told the senate that a 
1947 
award of $24,000 to Joe 


Majczek of Chicago resulted in 
'a stench and a discredit to the 
legislature" because Majczek "got 
in trouble dividing his loot." 


Only 19 senators, seven short of 


the required number, voted late 
yesterday for a bill to compensate 
Jesse Lucas, of Mt. Carmel. He 
was convicted in 1909 of murder- 
ing Clyde Showalter, a Wabash 
county farmer, in 1905. Lucas 
was paroled in 1931 and pardoned 
in 1941. He had been sentenced 
to life. 


Sponsors of the bill said another 


man confessed the crime on his 
deathbed and two women testified 
against Lucas at his trial later 
,dmitted 
their 
testimony 
was 


false. 


Senator Wallace Thompson -(R- 


Galesburg) told the senate Lucas 
jrobably was a victim, of a "de- 
ferable miscarriage of justice." 
3ut Thompson voted no, saying 
any relief should be in the form 
of a general law providing for any 
other victims like Lucas, rather 
than in "unconstitutional special 
egislation" providing for him 
alone.

Shortstop Diagnoses Hitters, 
and Signals Other Infielders

Indians' Manager 


Key man on the club, the short- 


stop make's more plays than any- 
one else. 


The shortstop and second base- 


man often handle more than 1500 
chances in a season. 


They make the most important 


play—closing out an inning with 
a double play. 


.Among the many requirements 


o£ the clever shortstop is the abil- 
ity to diagnose hitters. 


Because he is in a perfect posi- 


tion to see the catcher's sign, the 
shortstop signals to the other in- 
fieMers, and to the outfielders if 
they desire, letting them know 
what kind of a pitch is to be 
thrown. 


The shortstop has to be careful 


i.ot to hide the ball from the sec- 
ond , baeeman 
when 
fielding a 


double play ball. 
It should al- 


ways be fielded in plain view, not 
on the side. 


On sacrifice bunts, with 
the 


shortstop always 
covering, the 


play will be at second, if possible, 
preventing the base runner from 
advancing. 
Many times the bat- 


ter will bunt too hard, setting up 
a double play. 


The shortstop 
plays 
deeper 


than any infielder, must come in 
faster. 


His most difficult play is a hard- 


hit ball far to the right. 


On an attempted steal, after 


seeing the catcher's 
sign, 
the 


shortstop makes the decision as to 
who will cover. He Judges accord- 
ing to his knowledge of the bat- 
ter, the pitcher and the type 
of pitch. 


He always plays percentage. A 


fast ball to a right-hand hitter 
may mean the batter will awing 
late, hitting to the second base- 
man. The shortstop will cover. A 
alow or curve ball will probably 
be pulled toward shortstop or 
third baae, m the second baseman 
will cover.

est with one out and the winning 
run on second ba*e. He has to 
knock the ball down, even if he 
can make NO play, keep it from

Rules American 


Distillers Can't 
Produce 'Scotch* 


Washington, June 25— (AP)— 


American distillers can't make 
Scotch whisky any more. 


The Internal Revenue Bureau 


ruled yesterday that they make 
"Scotch Type" whisky, and use 
typical Scotch names such as 
Highland, Kilts, Scots, etc., but 
only Scotland may make plain 
"Scotch."

must show where it is made except 
where this is made clear in the 
name' (like Scotch, Irish whisky,

2. The "Scotch type" whisky 


made in America must be a blend 
of grain 
whisky 
instead 
of 


neutral spirits, as allowed before. 


3. American corn, bourbon, rye 


or other liquors (except Scotch 
type) 
shall . be labelled with 


typically Scotch words. 


4. New standards or definitions 


to insure that 
bottled mixed 


drinks (Rock and Rye, Martinis 
Manhattans, etc.) contain the 
types of whisky, gin and other 
beverages usually associated with 
the drink names!.
